DIET AND HEALTH 


Be Sure Meat Is Well Cooked 
To Avoid Tapeworm Infection 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 


THERE are six different types 
of tapew orm th a t com m only live 
in m a n’s intestines, using up food 
for th eir existence. T hese p a y ­ 
slips can only absorb pre-dig est- 
ed food which they find in th e 
digestive organs of som e oth er 
a nim a l—in this case. m an. 


Tile beef tapew orm is usually 
about 12 to 15 feet or m ore in 
length, a ud is m ade up of m any 
little sections—perh a ps from a 
th ousa nd to two th ousa nd. 


G ets Into Muscles 
Usually, cattle are infected by 
picking up tapew orm larvae t h a t 
cam e from an infected m an. T he 
baby tapew orm m ig rates to the 
a nim a l’s muscles. T h en, w hen a 
person ears the Infected m eat 
w ith out cooking it th oroug h ly to 
kill th e larvae, he m a y him self 
pick up a tapew orm infection. A 
period of about th re e m onth s 
generally elapses a fte r infection 
before signs of illness appe ar. 
T h e pork tapew orm , a very im ­ 
po r ta nt type, is seldom longer 
th a n ten feet. The infection usu­ 
ally results from e a ting unde r­ 
cooked pork. 


Fish T apew orm 
A nother com m on type is th e 
fish 
tapew orm . Infe c tion 
from 
th is 
tapew orm 
usually 
occurs 
a f te r ea ting poorly 
cooked or 
poorly iced fish. 


A tapew orm m ay no t give any 
sym ptom s w hatsoever. However, 
it m ay cause some dia rrh e a and, 
som etim es, constipation as well 


as diarrhea. T he person m ay ex- 
re pangs of h ung er, 
even though 
he eats regularly, 
and also a very toxic feeling— 
the. 
if. he is tired, weak. a nd con­ 
sta ntly distressed. Sm all section* 
of the tapew orm m ay be seen in 
th e stool w hich is passed, or com ­ 
ing from th e rectum . 
Sym ptom s of Infection 
The beef tapew orm h a s a te n­ 
dency to cause ab norm a l cra m ps 
and severe dia rrh ea. Loss of a p­ 
petite loss of weight, loss of sleep, 
extrem e w eakness and nervous­ 
ness may 
occur. C h ildren m ay 
even have 
convulsions. Usually, 
th e fish tapew orm causes a very 
m arked anem ia. 
A diagnosis of tapew orm lnfec- 
| Hon is usually m ade by discover­ 
ing parts of th e tapew orm in th e 
stool, or from a rectal sm ear. 
Many 
drugs are available to 
eliminate 
tapew orm s from th e 
body, and th ey are usually very 
effective. S uch drugs are hexyl­ 
resorcinol. g la ub er salts, a nd oleo­ 
resin of aspidium . It is im po rta nt, 
how ever, not to tak e a ny of these 
dr m s except under th e direction 
of a physician.

An experienced editor made the point to 
me that he lias been going to conventions 
for more than 30 years and. at the end of 
each, he heard that the faction that was 
defeated would bolt, would vote for t h e op­ 
position or that it would not vote at all. 
But. said he. it never happens. Two months 
after the convention, they are all at peace. 


A c t u a l l y , in the 1940, 
1944. 1948 cam ­ 
paigns, it was Republicans who helped to 
defeat Willkie and Dewey. They voted for 
Republican senators, 
congressmen 
and 
governors, but thev did not vote for the 
presidential candidate. 
The bitterness of this convention is of the 
order of 1940 whenWendell Willkie was the 
candidate. The cleavage then was so deep, 
so wide that it was Republicans and not 
Democrats who stayed away from t h e 
polls in adequate numbers. 
I commented to this editor that I am con­ 
vinced, after spending a good part of a 
week at this convention, that it matters lit­ 
tle who is the candidate; the division will 
be equally great. 
From the standpoint of the practical pol­ 
itician, this cleavage may mean tile defeat 
of six Republican senators and a number 
of local politicians. Therefore, every effort 
will be made to stimulate unity, to strength­ 
en state organizations, To the practical pol­ 
itician, whose strength comes from patron­ 
age, state elected officials are more im­ 
portant, always, than the president. A split 
in the state organization, w’hich might re­ 
sult in the defeat of a governor or a sen­ 
ator, can be very serious in the sense that 
it might produce starvation a m o n g the 
worthy. 
At the moment of writing, no candidate 
has yet been selected. Should General Eis­ 
enhower be nominated, he would reorgan­ 
ize the administration of the national com­ 
mittee. Instead of Guy Gabrielson, an ad­ 
herent of Tom Dewey would most likely be 
appointed chairman. However, the control 
of the administration would be in the hands 
of Herbert Brownell, Dewey’s close asso­ 
ciate. Dewey’s pow'er and authority within 
the Republican Party would then be para­ 
mount, but offensive to most Republican 
state leaders who tend to dislike Dewey. 
When Senator Everett Dirksen said on 
Wednesday night that Dewey had twice led 
his party to defeat and ‘‘don’t do that to 
us,”—the convention broke into violent and 
hateful pandemonium. Dewey’s power at 
the convention has been enormous and if, 
after the balloting, not manv hours after 
this is written, Eisenhower should be nom­ 
inated, Dewey s pow'er will be tremendous­ 
ly enhanced and increasingly resented. 
Other members of the Eisenhower man­ 
agement came through with less antagon­ 
ism. Henry Cabot Lodge seems to h a v e 
been taken out of the picture. Senator Duff 
of Pennsylvania played no part in public. 
Winthrop Aldrich sat glumly w'hile General 
MacArthur spoke, but was not seen much 
afterwards. It was Dewey W'ho stood out 
and upon w hom the television cameras cast 
their beam. It was Dewey who looked like 
the cock of the walk.

Be Sure Meat Is Well Cooked 


To Avoid Tapeworm Infection 


By HIRMAN N. BUN DESIN, M D. 


THERE are six different ty p ss 
of tapew orm th a t com m only live 
In m a n ’s intestines, u.dng up food 
for th e ir existence. These p a r a ­ 
sites can only absorb p re-d ig est- 
ed food which they find in th e 
digestive rr^ a n s of some o th e r 
a n .m a l—in this case, m an. 


T he beef tapew orm Is usually 
about 12 to 15 feet or m ore In 
len g th , an d Is m ade up of m a n y 
lit*ie se ctio n s--perhaps from a 
th o u sa n d to two th o u san d . 


G ets into Muscle# 
Usually, cattle are infected by 
picking up tapew orm larvae t h a t 
cam e from an infected m a n . T h e 
baby tapew orm m igrates to th e 
a n im a l’s muscles. T hen, w h en a 
person e a u th e Infected m e a t 
w ith o u t cooking it th oroughly to 
kill th e larvae, he m ay him self 
pick up a tapew orm Infection. A 
period of about th ree m o n th s 
generally elapses a fte r Infection 
before signs of illness ap p e ar. 
T h e pork tapew orm a very im ­ 
p o rta n t type, Is seldom longer 
t h a n ten feet. T h e Infection u s u ­ 
ally results from eatin g u n d e r­ 
cooked pork. 


Fish T apew orm 


A nother com m on type Is th e 
fish 
tapew orm . In fectio n 
from 
th is 
tapew orm 
usually 
occurs 
a f te r e a tin g poorly cooked or 
poorly Iced fish. 


A tap ew o rm m ay n o t give an y 
sy m p to m s w hatsoever. However, 
It m ay cause som e d ia rrh e a and, 
som etim es, co n stip atio n as well I 


as durrtM a. T h e person m ay e x ­ 
pel. 
e severe p an g s of h u n g er, 
even ’hough he eats regularly, 
and a! o a very toxic feeling— 
th a t In he is tired, weak. a n d co n ­ 
stantly distressed. Sm all section* 
of L e tup; w orm m ay be seen In 
th e stool w hich is passed, or co m ­ 
ing from th e rectum . 
Sym ptom s of Infection 
The beef tapew orm h as a te n ­ 
dency to cause a b n o rm a l cra m p s 
and severe d ia rrh ea . Loss of a p ­ 
petite loss of weight, loss of sleep, 
! extrem e w eakness an d n ervous­ 
ness m ay occur. C h ild ren m ay 
even have convulsions. Usually, 
the fish tapew orm causes a very 
m arked anem ia. 
A diagnosis of ta p ew o rm Infec­ 
tion Is usually m a d e by discover­ 
er 
* < of th e tap ew o rm in t b s 
slot i, or from a rectal sm ear. 
Many drugs are available to 
elim inate tapew orm s from th e 
bony, and they are usually very 
effective. Such d ru g s are hexyl­ 
resorcinol, g lau b er salts, a n d oleo­ 
resin of aspidium . It Is Im p o rta n t, 
hoe ever, n o t to ta k e a n y of th ese 
dru v except u n d er th e d irection 
of a physician.

This will be Eisenhower’s 
prob­ 
lem His immediate ta*k will be to 
repair the breach within his party. 


Senator Taft will remain in 
the 
Senate as the senior Republican for 
tour years more, unless he should 
decide to retire from public life— 
which is not likely. Eisenhower will 
face 
other 
Republican 
senators, 
such as Dirksen, Jenner, Welker, 
Case, Capetian and several others 
who are not likely to take orders 
from him or submit to the inter­ 
ference of Dewey. 


Should Eisenhower know how to 
placate antagonism, his way will 
be smoother. On the other hand, if 
he fails with them, senatorial rules 
of seniority and precedence 
may 
leave him without a party in 
the 
Congress. 
This is his most serious p r o b 
loin. It cannot he left to time or 
chance, as delay only enhances re­ 
sentment. Nor can it he left to in­ 
term ediaries because he has none 
alxnit him who have left standing 
bridges to their opponents. 
They have broken the rules of the 
handling of political matters 
and 
personalities. 
Eisenhower is reputed to h a v e 
great diplomatic facility: to he one 
of the few Am ericans who h a v e 
known how’ to handle 
both 
t h e 
British and the Russians 
But will his skills in this direction 
also serve him with Republicans af­ 
ter the current hoopla is over? 
That is his problem. If he does 
not succeed, he might not he elect­ 
ed; or if elected, he may have a 
bad four years. Without Taft and 
Dirksen. he cannot lead the Repub­ 
licans in Congress.

A time-tested principle of " l e a rn­ 
ing to walk before you ru n" 
ha' 
been applied by the U.S. Soil Con­ 
servatio n Service to farm co nser­ 
vation planning. 


As a result o f this new pro ­ 
cedure which is no w being used 
here in the lo cal district, the jo b 
o f getting co nserv atio n o n 
t h e 
land is being speeded up mate­ 
rially . 


The new system is k n o w n as 
“ pro gressive planning.’’ There are 
three stages which follow a logical 
sequence, Ralph May. ch airm an of 
the district board, explained. 


As an illustration, a f a r m e r might 
first ask the soil co nservatio n dis­ 
trict fo r technical help in laying out 
so me particular conservatio n pra c­ 
tice. As soon as he 
ment with his distr 
district co o perato r 


In this he agrees to use all of his 
land 
within 
its 
capabilities 
and 
treat it acco rding to its n e e (Is. 
These a r e the steps in the develo p­ 
ment of a basic co nservatio n plan 
on his farm , which is his final o b­ 
jective. 


THIS AGREEMENT is not a eon 
tr act u nd er which either party can 
sue or be sued. Neither does it 
have a penalty clause It is simply 
.a written expressio n of intention. 


As soon as this new co o perato r 
co mpletes the agreem ent he is giv­ 
en technical assistance by the SCS 
farm planner in 
laying 
out 
the 
practices he is interested in. This 
is the initial stage in developing 
a 
basic f a r m co nservatio n plan. 


Seco nd stage of tho pro gressive 
pro cedure usually develops after 
this particu lar f a r m e r has had a 
chance to see how well his 
first 
practices have wo rked in reducing 
ero sio n, holding m o re rain on his 
fields and increasing yields. 
Fro m the initial stage the farm­ 
er mo v es naturally into the ad­ 
v anced stage o f farm planning. 
Here he learns mo re abo ut de­ 
v elo ping his basic plan and usual­ 
ly applies a number o f additio n­ 
al co nserv atio n practices. 
At this time he is given a land 
capability m ap for his farm along 
with a set of printed co nservation 
reco m m endatio ns 
as 
g e n e r a l 
guides. These fit all of the land 
classes shown on his 
particular 
farm and give the 
f a r m e r 
alter­ 
nate ways to meet his land pro b­ 
lems. 
He m a k es his own choice of vac- 
ious cro pping system s 
and 
pr a c ­ 
tices, either of which is well ad a pt­ 


ed to farming the land within its 
natural 
capabilities. The 
farm er 
also receives full information 
on 
how to use the m a p and guides 


t 
Fro m the advanced 
phase, 
he 
pro gresses into the full application 
of a basic soil conservatio n plan 
tailo red to fit every acre of land 
on his farm.

THE 
FARM 
PFANNER 
gives 
him assistance out on his farm in 
wo rking out this basic plan includ­ 
ing engineering assistance if it is 
needed and dot .a lied advice on spe­ 
cial soil and erosion pro blems. 
In develo ping his basic plan, the 
f a r m e r not only decides how he is 
going to use each acre, discussing 
the m a tte r with a trained soil co n­ 
servationist-—the faim pla nner—but 
also gives the district a copy of his 
plan to gether with a s t a t e m e n t ' of 
intentions. 


Befo re 
SUS 
d e m l oped 
he 
pro gressive 
planning 
pro cedure, 
districts offered f a r m e r s .who were 
only starting, a co mplete farm co n­ 
servatio n plan that represented the 
full treatm ent. Such plans require 
a great deal of study ny the f a rm er 
and by the soil co nservatio nist. 
Ac a result m a ny districts built 
up a large backlog of applicatio ns 
and farm ers so metimes waited for 
several moriths before their nam es 
c a m e up to the head of the list. 
U nder the new system, farm ers 
get started at once on their con­ 
servatio n pro gram . With the aid of 
the capability m a p 
and 
farming 
guides which they receive in 
the 
advanced phase of planning, they 
are able to get a great deal of s im ­ 
ple co nservatio n practices applied 
on the land by the time the district 
is able to help them co mplete 
a 
basic plan. 
“ This new system should speed 
up o ur district pro gram m aterial­ 
ly.’' May said. “ What is equally 
impo rtant, the f a r m e r m akes 
his 
o wn decisions and accepts greater 
respo nsibility in a p p l vi n g 
and 
maintaining practices on his land. 
“ Too frequently in the past peo ­ 
ple have said the co mplete farm 
co nservatio n plan was too technical 
for the average farmer. We have 
now m a d e o ur planning pro cedure 
so logical anyo ne can understand it 
and we are looking for good re­ 
sults.”

As an illustration, a farmer might 
first ask the soil conservation dis­ 
trict for technical help in laying out 
some particular conservation prac­ 
tice. As soon as he signs an agree 
men! with his district he becomes a 
district cooperator,

These are the steps in the develop­ 
ment of a basic conservation plan 
on his farm, which is his final ob­ 
jective. 


TH IS AGR U M E V T is not a con 
tract under which either party can 
sue or be sued 
Neither does it

a written expression of intention. 


As soon as this new cooperator 
completes the agreement he is giv­ 
en technical assistance by the SCS 
farm planner in 
laying out 
the 
practices he is interested in. This 
is the initial stage in developing a 
basic farm conservation plan. 


Second stage of the progressive 
procedure usually develops after 
this particular farmer has had a 
chance to see how well his 
first 
practices have worked in reducing 
erosion, holding more ram on his 
fields and increasing yields. 
From the initial stage the farm ­ 
er moves naturally into the ad 
warned stage of farm planning. 
Here he learns more about de 
^eloping his basic plan and usual­ 
ly applies a number of addition­ 
al conservation practices. 
At this time he is given a land 
capability map for his farm along 
with a set of printed conservation 
recommendations 
as 
g e n e r a l 
guides. These fit all of the land 
classes shown on hts 
particular 
farm and give* the farmer alter­ 
nate ways to meet his land prob 
lems. 
He makes ho. own choice of var­ 
ious cropping systems 
and prac­ 
tices, either of which is well adapt­ 


ed to farming the land within its 
natural capabilities. The farmer 
also receives full information 
on 
how to use the map and guides

From the advanced 
phase, 
he 
progresses into the full application 
of a basic soil conservation plan 
tailored to fit every acre of land 
on his farm.

T H E 
FA RM 
PFA N N ER 
gives 
him assistance out on his farm in 
working out this na sic plan includ­ 
ing engineering assistance if it is 
needed and detailed advice on spe­ 
cial soil and erosion problems. 


In developing his basic plan, the 
fanner not only decides how he is 
going to use each acre, discussing 
the matter with a trained soil con­ 
servationist—-the farm planner-—but 
also gives the district a copy of his 
plan together with a statement of 
intentions. 


Before 
SI S 
d e v e I oped 
he 
progressive 
planning 
procedure, 
districts offered farmers.who were 
only starting, a complete farm con­ 
servation plan that represented the 
full treatment 
Such plans require 
a great deal of study ny the farmer 
and by the soil conservationist. 


A* a result many districts built 
up a large backlog of applications 
and farmers sometimes waited for 
several months before their names 
came up to the head of the list. 
Under the new system, farmers 
get started at once on their con­ 
servation program. With the aid of 
the capability map 
and 
farming 
guides which they receive in 
the 
advanced phase of planning, they 
are able to get a great deal of sim­ 
ple conservation practices applied 
on the land by the time the district 
is able to help them complete 
a 
basic plan. 
“ This new system should speed 
up our district program material­ 
ly.” May said. “ What is equally 
important, the farmer makes 
his 
own decisions and accepts greater 
responsibility in a p p I yi n g 
and 
maintaining practices on his land. 
“ Too frequently in the past peo­ 
ple have said tho complete farm 
conservation plan was too technical 
for the average farmer. We have 
now made our planning procedure 
vo logical anyone can understand it 
and we are looking for good re­ 
sults.”
